It is the habit of certain séction of the 
(Chinese, more particularly in the north where 
‘they come mor under the suasion of the 
JJapanese, to adopt the Tokyo slogan that these 
hostilities do not constitute a campaign against 
the Chinese. but against communism: and the 
personality of the Genoralissimo, completely. 
[disregarding the fact that the nation as a whole 
|was solidly behind him when the hostilities 
broke out. There is up to the present no 
important signs that there has been any real 
ichange in Chinese sentiment, and it has to be 
jassumed that it is as soundly in his support 
now as it was when the first shots were fired. 
Tokyo has admitted the possibility that the fll 
Jot Hankow will not mean the end of warfare: 
that is nothing more than an indication that 
Chiang Kalshek has meant what he has 
Jalways said, and the’ realization ‘that he has 
Jnot yet lost’ the confidence of the majority of 
ithe people over whose destinies he presides. It 
is by no means certain that even if he did 
resign Chinese resistance would collapse. There 
fg always the possibility that leadership would 
pass to other hands, but whether that is the 
fease or not, there is much which may be sig- 
fnificant in the fact that in Peiping, with which 
It is the Japanese hope that the Chinese Govern- 
ment will eventually have to negotiate—for 
JJapan has repeatedly announced the determin. 
‘ation not to talk with it direct—this movement 
for peace should have been originated.

A LEAGUE DILEMMA 


Sept. 21. 
The decision of the Council of the League 
of Nations to apply article” XVII of, the 
Covenant in connection with .the  Sino- 
Japanese conflict was only to be expected. 
tis inconceivable how it could possibly have 
done anything else in view of the strength 
lof the case which China has presented during 
the past fourteen months, and to have failed 
to do so would have been to betray the 
very principles underlying the Covenant. 
Phere need not be the slightest doubt about| 
it, Japan will decline the invitation to accept 
ke obligations outlined 
agree to any investigation into the circum- 
stances of the dispute. That is apparent from 
the very fact that she has withdrawn from 
the League, and because it has been one of 
complaints that she has already been| 

‘and condemned,—as she claims unfair- 
ly. It is to be expected that the League 
following the programme which has been laid 
down, will, in the face of such refusal, 
proceed to apply Article XVI which provides 
{for the application of sanctions against Japan| 
Jand the rendering of assistance in one way’ 
for another to China. That it is clear Dr. 
Wellington Koo had in his mind when he 
particularly urged an embargo on essential 
commodities being exported to Japan, and| 
measures to prevent the use of poison gas} 
land indisGtiminate bombing. It is quite pos- 
sible to establish such’ an embargo, but only 
if all nations agree. It is to be taken for} 
lgranted that Germany and Ialy most cer- 
tainly would not, while the fact has_also| 
to be borne in mind that the United States} 
not being a member of the League has entered 
into no such commitment as would oblige 
her to take parallel action. ‘Thus, in any! 
scheme of sanctions or embargoes, the 
[channels through which such supplies ‘could 
reach Japan,—even exeluding consideration| 
of the United States—are so wide that the] 
inefficacy of such a step may be taken for| 
granted. 

Any consideration of what can be done| 
‘emiciently by the League as it is now com~ 
posed, must include what was in the minds 
Jot the framers of the Covenant. They un- 
Jdoubtedly contemplated an organization in 
,|which all the nations of the world were 

members. They went further. They im- 
agined such a League taking unanimous 
decisions against an unruly member, and the 
whole of the League, with the exception of 
{the defendant in the case, loyally and unanim- 
ously carrying them out. That state of 
affairs has never existed and certainly does 
not now. Four important Powers, three of 
which have definitely seceded ‘from the 
League, are talcing no part in its deliber- 
Jations. One of them,—the United States,—| 
may ‘with confidence be expected ‘to 
sympathize with whatever the League desires! 
to do in this matter. ‘The remaining three, 
because of their mutual commitments may 
bbe expected to stand together, and do their 
utmost to render whatever action the League 
may desire to take completely of no effect. 
There should be no mistake about it. Both. 
Germany and Italy may be expected to assist 
the third party to the Anti-Komintern Pact| 
{to thwart the League of Nations, or any com- 
[bination of nations which seeks to enforce| 
{ts rulings. Their general needs in any other 
direction would undoubtedly induce them to| 
stand by their ally in this matter. It is quite 
clear, therefore, that the application of| 
Article 16 is foredoomed to failure. The! 
neat little poirit then presented for the| 
[League to decide is whether in view of such| 

state of affairs it will proceed to invoke 
it, Tt is reasonably contended that no re- 
sponsible body of men will willingly take 
decisions which they know are incapable of| 
enforcement, for it derogates from thei 
authority, and it will indeed be surprising| 
if the League decided to take the steps 
provided for in the Article in question realis- 
ing full well beforehand that nothing effec~ 
five ean come of it. 

Failure to do so, however, must in effect 
ead to the repudiation of ‘the article, the| 
first time it has ever been done, and a still 
further whittling down of the ‘capacity of] 
the League. It is a most regrettable fact, 
but, nevertheless, a very apparent one that| 
the’ League, so far as this point is concerned, 
is powerless to do anything effective. It was| 
demonstrated by the fiasco which eventuated 
from the attempt to apply sanctions against 
Haly over the Abyssinian affair, and no great 
service is being done in this endeavour to| 
jockey the League into making decisions 
which cannot in existing eirumstances be| 
put into effect. ‘The same must apply to| 
Dr. Koo's appeal for measures to prevent] 
the vse of poison gas and indiscriminate! 
bombing. What steps can be taken which: 
would prove of any value at all is not 
Jclear. Worldwide condemnation of the bomb- 
ing which the Japanese have carried on in 
[China appears to have had some small effect, 
jin restraining the more serious attacks on 
Gefenceless cities, and it is possible that} 
Sapan will become more amenable to this! 
Torm of pressure, but to believe that the! 
League can do ‘anything to stop it, short of 
lis remaining members going to war for that} 
purpose, is to hold a faith which as far as| 
it is humanly possible to see can never 
justified. With regard to the alleged use 




















not appear to be any substantial amount of| 
jevidence to show that either of them have 
been doing it on any large scale if at all. 
But even if they were, how can it be sug-| 
gested that the League can take any conerete| 
steps to ‘stop ‘vither of them? Were it pro- 
vided with that international police force of] 
/which at one time much was spoken, it might 
'be possible to intervene with force and oblige 
the combatants to keep the rules. That, 
however, does not exist, and there remains 
nothing left for the League than to pass re~ 
solutions of condemnation, no weightier in 
the Japanese eyes than the paper on which 
they are written. Thus while it is diMcul! 
to sce what else thie League could have done 
than consent to the Chinese appeal to invoke. 
Article XVI, the fact remains that it is being 
forced again to demonstrate its ineffective- 
ness, a demonstration which may have a 
harmful effect upon the opinions of other: 
nations whose loyalty to the League is by no 
means as strong as it should be. 








BRITISH CRITICISM 
Sept. 22. 

‘Much was made last week by certain news 
agencies of the possibility of a split in the 
British Cabinet in connection with the Anglo- 
French scheme for the settlement of the 
[Czechoslovak crisis. At the very most all. 
that could be discerned was that there was 
some difference of opinion amongst Mx. 
‘Chamberlain's immediate following over! 
proposals, the terms of which are not yet 
known officially, but which may be taken as 
representing a very big departure from any 
of the policies which had been enunciated up 
to the time of the Prime Minister's quick visit! 
to interview Herr Hitler. Those differences, 
seem to have been overcome, and there are 
indications that even if the whole of the’ 
British Cabinet is not enthusiastic over the 
new scheme,—and if all that is reported about. 
it is correct, that is not to be wondered at,—| 
it has at least for the time being determined 
to present the front of unanimity to the: 
world, That is not the case with the various. 
other Parliamentary leaders, and the letter 
of Mr. C. R. Attlee, of the Opposition to Mr. 
Chamberlain asking for the reassembly of 
Parliament without delay to debate the 
Anglo-French proposals, is a sign of the’ 
unrest which prevails; not only in the House 
‘of Commons, but throughout the country. 
‘The Prime Minister's reply is the only one 
which could be given in the circumstances: 
“To summon Parliament now, and to re- 
quire me to take part in debates while 
these negotiations are still in progress would 
make my task impossible.” He did, how- 
ever, promise that necessary steps would 
be taken to summon a special meeting as 
‘soon as matters have proceeded far enough 
to enable him to make a full statement, Tt 
is probably one of the best things that has 
happened in connection with this present 
crisis that Parliament had gone into recess 
before the time came for the making of 
those grave decisions which have still to be 
made, for it is not difficult to appreciate 
‘the effect upon international politics in the 
condition they are, if the various prominent 
men in the House of Commons had, in 
‘debate there, used the language which some 
‘of them have been using in the country. 

Judging from all_that has been said, it is 
‘clear that, if the Edens, Churchills, Attlecs 
and Pollitis had any great say in steering 
the policy of the British Government in 
conditions such as at present prevail, there 
‘would already have been war in Europe. 
‘There are two very definite schools of 
political thought in Great Britain regarding, 
the attitude which should be taken towards| 
Germany and the manner in which the 
foreign policy of that country is being pur- 
sed. Mr. Chamberlain is following a wise, 
and strong line in an endeavour to prevent 
the whole of Europe being subjected to 
another bath of blood, in the hope that his, 
policy of appeasement may be brought] 























to fruition. If in the long run it, trans~ 
pies that his policy has been brought 
to permanent, success, he will rank as} 


fone of the greatest figures in British his- 
tory and an outstanding benefactor to more| 
nations than his own. If he fails he will 
have done ho great amount of harm, in- 
decd, may even have done good in afford- 
ing Great Britain a longer time to be pre-| 
pared against eventualities. It may very 
well be that the present Anglo-French 
‘scheme comes as a disappointment to those 
who see in it a retreat from his former 
definite stand, and a betrayal of Czechoslo- 
vak hopes based on earlier and very definite| 
pronouncements. There are many, a very! 
great many who feel that, judged in the 
light of what has happened, those carlier| 
pronouncements ought never to have been 
made, but this is a state of affairs in which 
ex post facto wisdom is likely to be of little 
avail. If Mr. Chamberlain succeeds in 
ending this continual sabre-ratiling, and 
putting in its place a desire for the discus 
sion of outstanding problems in more peace- 
{ul circumstances, no one will, for one 
‘moment, contend that it will not have been 
the wisest course to pursue. There are 
millions of European youths in the glory of| 
life, who may, unless wise courses are fol-

what has actually happened up to the 
present, Europe would be in: the process 
of offering up another holocaust in a second 





war to end war. The blazing belly of 
Moloch would be consuming all those very 
people whom it is desired to save from so 
areadful a fate, Mr. Eden would have been 
following the inevitable logie of the ac- 
ceptance of ideals denied by a large portion 
of the world, The Pollitts of this world 
are not dominated by the same consider= 
ation. Their policy calls for the destruction 
of the Nazi and Fascist totalitarianism, 
probably with the idea that out of the 
wreckage of this present civilization some- 
thing more in accordance with their concepts 
would be constructed. ‘There is that third 
‘class of opponent to Mr. Chamberlain which 
believes that if the nettle has to be grasped 
it is better to do it now, and, once and for 
all, destroy this continual menace to the 
peace of Europe and the world. There is, 
much to be said for their argument. It is 
bold in concept and probable of success. 
But what would success mean? At the very 
Teast it would probably entail the destruc- 
tion of the political systems in both 
Germany and Italy, and encourage the 
growth of communism whieh is just as much 
to be feared as the doctrines of the other 
folalitarian states, and at the very most 
might mean the ‘general collapse of every= 
thing in the nature of individual liberty 
which after all is still the mainspring of the 
lives of untold millions on this earth. There 

sht be even worse, a drawn war and in 
ils settlement all the seeds of another 
hideous struggle. It is for these reasons 
that it is suggested that, unpalatable as it 
may be in certain of its’ aspects, the policy 
‘of Mr. Chamberlain is the one which should 
be adopted until it has definitely proved to 
have failed. ‘That proof may not come out 
of the immediate fate of Czechoslovakia 
but out of future developments, and if it 
then becomes necessary to adopt the bel 
licose policies of the Prime Minister's present 
critics no great deal of harm will have been 
done, but possibly much good, 



































THE SPANISH MOVE 
Sept, 23, 

‘The announcement that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment has decided to withdraw all foreign- 
Jers from the ranks of the Republican Army 
including all volunteers who had become 
naturalized since July 16, 1936, is either a very 
adroit move or a foolish one and as a gesture 
to the League of Nations comes at a moment 
when that organization is somewhat under 
a cloud, At the same time, however, it may 
force the League to take up the whole thorny 
question again, which in view of past failures 
over the Spanish civil war is probably one 
of the last things it wishes to do. The 
decision from a purely Spanish point of view 
is one which is likely to remove from the 
Republican Armies the reproach that it is 
merely a screen for the activities of Com- 
munist forces from abroad assembled to fight 
Fascist reinforcements and Nazi assistance 
which have been supplied in such strength 
to the rebels. It will remove, at least from 
the Government forces the reproach that they 
jare merely pawns in a war of ideologies, 
jand will emphasize that they are the properly 
faceredited forces of the recognized Gover 
ment engaged in the suppression of a rebel- 
lion, What has induced the Spanish Govern 
ment {o take this step at this juncture is 
by no means clear, for, in face of the con 
sistent defeat it has been encountering, the 
undoubted progress of General Franco and 
his armies,—even though they have been held 
up so sternly during past weeks,—suggests 
that any step likely to weaken the Govern= 
ment forces in their ficld would be rash in 
the extreme, It is suggested that the move 
has been decided upon as the result of some 
undisclosed passage in the conversations 
between Mr, Neville Chamberlain and Herr 
Hitler at Berchtesgaden to the effect that he 
would withdraw all Germans fighting on the 
side of the rebels in the Iberian Peninsula. 
Whether any such statement was ever made 
‘or not has certainly not been made clear, 
but, if it has been, then the Republican 
answer, risky though it may prove to be, is 
a cordial reply to it. 

‘The idea that the move is a purely 
chivalrous gesture may be discarded forth- 
with, Governments and nations fighting fo: 
their very existence, people realizing” the 
retribution which must ine¥itably follow the 
Success of one side or the other in anything. 
so bitter as a civil war are not prone to 
making knightly, and perhaps meaningless 
gestures, and it 'is casting no reflection on 
the Spanish Government if it is suggested 
that there is some definite advantage which 
it is hoped will be gained by this develop- 
ment.

If, 
in view of successes elsewhere, Germany 
ynt be prepared to forget the whole thing, 
there is at present no indication that Signor 
Mussolini would be prepared to follow suit, 
for if General Franco has failed to achieve 
ail his objectives in Spain, and any compro- 
mise would mean that he’ would only attain 
‘a paftial success, Italian intervention in the 
Iberian Peninsula will have proved a failure. 
There is one other important consideration, 
and that is that the Republican Government 
‘may have hopes that in the event of volun- 
teer withdrawal on both sides, and the 
Spaniards left to fight it out for them~ 
selves, their chances of victory would en- 
ormously increase. 

‘That would bring about an intolerable 
situation as far as the totalitarian states 
‘opposed to communism are concerned, and, 
for that reason, it is unlikely to prove accept- 
able, The main deduction to be drawn from 
the matter is that prospects of Republican 
Spain are by mo means healthy, and that 
this Is a last attempt to save something out} 
of the wreck. ‘Those nations whose fellows 
are fighting with General Franco will un- 
doubtedly regard the move as a confession 
of weakness, and, while it is unlikely that 
Signor Mussolini ‘would increase the assist~ 
ance which he is giving to the rebels, this! 
development may encourage him to continue| 
with the maintenance of the present Italian 
forees in the fleld. As a move to bring the 
whole Spanish question before the League 
of Nations it must be regarded as valueless. 
‘That body has met with no success whenever’ 
It has sought to deal with the question. All 
endeavours to deal with other. crisis have] 
met with no real success, neither in Asia nor 
Africa, and there is no reason to suppose it 
would’ be any more effective in this instance. 
Tt may very well be unwise to adopt too 
pessimistic a view of the possibilities of this 
Jntest move, but it must be remembered that 
between two warring ideologies there can be 
ho compromise. Tf that aspect of the matter 
‘can be abolished, and the struggle reduced 
to one between parties without the inspira~ 
tion of such divergent political doctrines 
It would be possible to bring about 
‘some sort of compromise, but as mat- 
fers stand, not until the lamb can remain in 
safety with the lion will it be possible to 
secure it, Division of Spain into two parts: 
‘might be a solution if either of the contest 
‘ants wanted it, but at the most it would 
merely bring about an armistice to be broken 
direetly either one or the other of the two: 
new nations thought it had the opportunity 
‘of imposing its will upon the other. A’ 
temporary solution would merely postpone 
future warfare, though at the moment it 
seems to surpass the wit of man to discover:

MARKING TIME 
Sept. 24. 


The formation of a new Cabinet in Czecho-| 
slovakia practically places the military in 
charge of the country, and though the majority 
of the posts filled have experts as their incum~ 
bbents rather than politicians, the fact remains 
that General Sirovy, the Inspector-General 
of the Army, and the military man most 
generally looked up to in Czechoslovakia, is 
in the chief position, General Sirovy is the 
man who would be expected to lead the’ 
Czechoslovak armies in the event of war, 
‘and the formation of the new Cabinet placing. 
control in the hands of such a man necessarily 
means that the utmost degree of preparedness 
against oventualities is still being insisted 
upon, The addition of a political council to 
supplement the new Cabinet and provide 
suitable liaison between it and Parliament, 
ensuring the representation of all parties as 
adequately as the circumstances permit, is 
also a move in the right direction, and while 
certain political elements may resent their 
being thrust into abeyance, they will prob 
ably realize that this is inevitable in view 
of the threat of war which has not yet been 
averted, and will not be until it is known, 
that the latest Amglo-French proposals for 
4 settlement, to whieh the Czechoslovak gov- 
ernment has agreed, are acceptable to Ger- 
many. Externally the situation has been 
seriously effected by the demands of the 
Hungarians and the Poles for the settlement 
of the fate of their minorities in the country, 
but some relief is to be found in that signs 
of a cleavage between the Czechs and the 
Slovaks are not so apparent as they were a 
short time ago. It is probable that the latter 
fully realize that they must sink or swim 
with the Czechs, and this may account for the 
betterment of ‘relations between the two 
peoples which has, been indicated. What is 
left of Czechoslovakia after the proposed 

















* dismemberment must coalesce if it is to have 
never have progressed so far as he has, reduce | 


any future at all, and, if only for self-pre- 
servation, the Slovaks seem to be taking the 
best course, in not pushing their claims more 
than they have. 

‘At the same time the situation has by no 
‘means decreased in dangerousness. It is re- 
ported that the Czechs have been reoccupying 
‘areas which they had already vacated in the 
Sudeten areas. ‘That has already led to some 
incidents, while a number of others in differ- 
ent districts has served to show how in- 
flammable the situation is. Added to this is 
the very natural resentment of the Czechs, 
and thelr desire to go down fighting rather| 
than agree to a settlement which they feel 
is a betrayal of their interests. Dr. Benes 
has appealed for calm but at the present 
moment there can be no denying the fact! 
that the temper of the Czechs is at fever 
pitch, and it would require very little to set 
the ‘country ablaze. Indeed ‘the general 
position appears to be that with all the good| 
intentions in the world with which Herr 
Hitler may be credited the possibility of the 
present state of affairs developing into one of 
overt hostility is something which cannot be 
disrdberded, ‘Should Der Fueher counter 
with new proposals, encou yy the sur- 
vender which has already been made, the| 
very utmost which a free and independent! 
nation should be called upon to make, 
whatever betterment in the situation has 
Been brought about through Anglo-French 
endeavours will immediately disappear. ‘The 
‘outpourings of the German press suggest that 
there is at present no end to German demands 
to be made upon Czechoslovakia, and if ever 
there were a case in which appetite grows! 
by eating, this is it, It remains to be seen 
how far the German press represents Ger- 
‘man policy in this matter, but until anxiety 
‘on that score is allayed it will be remembered 
‘with no little misgiving that the control of 
the German press fs such that it would not 
date to publish material of which the govern- 
ment disapproved. At the same time with 
‘a controlled press, endeavours are often made 
to create a particular atmosphere in which| 
a negotiating government has the opportunity 
of demonstrating how reasonable it is in face 
‘of public opinion. It is consequently dificult 
to estimate how much of the present outburst 
is mere window dressing. Possibly none of 
it is, a contingency which may have to be 
faced, and if indeed this proves to be the 
case, then it may be assumed that settlement 
fof the Czechoslovak crisis is still.a good 
distance away. 

‘One of the remarkable features of the 
whole business up to the present is the silence 
which has been maintained by the Soviet] 
Government with whom Czechoslovakia has} 
fan alliance. That owing to Soviet machina~ 
tions the solution of this present trouble has 
been rendered all the more difficult is only 
too apparent, but it will come as an im- 
portant feature of the story of these few 
weeks that in much of the public discussion 
whatever role the Soviet may eventually play 
has never been given any great i : 
‘Apart..from the difficulties which Russia 
would have to encounter in giving that form 
of aid to the Czechoslovak Government 
without which it could not hope to put up 
anything like a successful resistance to any 
German inroads, there is all the evidence in 
the world that for his own sake M. Stalin 
is none too anxious to become involved in 
serious warfare. That M. Litvinov gained a 
diplomatic success over the Japanese in con~ 
nection with the Changkufeng incident is 
undeniable, but the reduction of that affair to 
‘a mere outpost engagement, to be settled on 
the spot, was indicative as much of Russian 
anxiety ‘not to become heavily involved as 
It was of Japanese. Warfare in which Rus- 
sia becomes involved, wilt mean the sub- 
ordination of much of the civil process of 
Soviet Government to the demands of the 
military situation, and even if warfare did not 
lead to that revolution which some Russian 
observers so confidently expect, there would 
be always that possibility that before hostili- 
ties came toan end the military leaders would 
be found in the saddle, and that M. Stalin 
would be completely dispossessed of much, if 
not all of the authority which is now his. 
‘That, in all probability is why the Soviet has 
not been taken any too seriously into account 
in recent developments. If a settlement is| 
eventually reached it will be because of no 
contribution which Moscow has made, but 
rather in despite of any. Even if it has dis- 
played readiness to pull its weight with 
Britain and France in the protection of. 
Czechoslovak interests, the value of its 
efforts, for the reason given above would have 
to be seriously discounted, and the conelusion 
to be reached is that as a result of all these 
recont purges Russia is at present no very. 
important factor in European polities. 





SOME MISCONCEPTIONS 
Sept. 26. 

While this journal is gratified by the mes- 

sages of commendation of the editorial at 
“British Criticism” which appeared in these 
columns a few days ago, it is by no means 
oblivious of the fact that some of the senti- 
ments therein expressed have met with the 
‘disapproval of others. It would indeed be a 




















dull world if there were no disagreement, 


but it is interesting to note that in the two| 


letters of opposition which have been pub- 
lished in the correspondence columns, the 
argument of the writers is founded upon two 
{fundamental errors, That of Nextzic ATKAVoL~ 
socucrzc seems to be that because the motto 
of this journal is “Impartial not Neutral” it 
{is not allowed to have an opinion of its own. 
‘The other ENoLIstt-bUT-NOT-PROUD-OF-IT PrO- 
duces the old threadbare allegation that 
this newspaper “for years has acted as 
pologist for official authority in England and| 
Shanghai.” It is, of course, a mistaken re-| 
ference to the official character of this journal. 
In certain matters, such as official notifica- 
tions, ete., and other announcements appear 
ing in the advertisement columns such pub- 
lication is to be deemed official, but that in 
no way has anything to do with the 
editorial policy of the paper which receives 
‘no official inspiration; in fact none is ever 
asked for or given. It is a pity that this 
has to be made clear every now and again, 
Dut it must be emphasized that the editorial 
columns “of this journal are in no way to 
be taken as representing any official view: 
the paper is an independent paper in every 
sense of the word, stands by itselt and has| 
affiations with noone. The first named cor- 
lrespondent, obviously not very well acquainted 
with the: British Constitution, seems to be 
of the opinion that Mr. Chamberlain is doing] 
something wrong in not consulting Parliament, 
fat present in recess, before taking the steps| 
fhe has in search of peace about which s0| 
much controversy has arisen. He is by no| 
means bound to do so. It is true that in| 
1914, when Parliament was in session certain 
statements were made in both Houses as to| 
the trend of diplomatic events before the 
catastrophe, but at all times the conduct of| 
foreign policy and the decision as to whether| 
the fateful ultimatum should be sent or not| 
remained vested in the Cabinet which ex-| 
ercised its powers on that occasion. 

Mr. Chamberlain is following precedent in| 
what he is doing, but doubtless he will, when| 
the time is beiter fitted for it, see that| 
Parliament is reassembled, so that he may 
lay all that has occurred before it. The 
Cabinet for the time being of its existence 
is the government of Great Britain, All the 
powers vested in-the sovereign, with one or| 
two exceptions, are practically exercised by 
the members’ of that body. The term 
“Cabinet” is a conventional, but not a legal 
term, employed to describe those members 
of the Privy Council who fll the highest] 
executive offices of the State and by their 
concerted policy direct the government and 
are responsible for all the acts of the Crown, 
One of the attributes of sovereignty whic 
is thus exercised is described by 
bellum indicere aut pacem inire, the right of| 
declaring war or making peace. That being| 
vested in the Crown, and through it the 
Privy Council finally devolves upon the 
Cabinet, and to speak of Mr. Chamberlain 
in this ‘respect as likely in the near future 
to become something of a Dictator is to show 
complete ignorance of one of the rudiments 
of the British Constitution. That in due 
‘course Parliament will be consulted is to be 
taken for granted, but that it should have 
been allowed to ‘maintain a guiding rein 
throughout these extremely delicate negoti 
tions is something which cannot for one 
moment be admitted. Why ENauisn-nur-Nor- 
movp-oF-r should believe that Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s foreign policy “has aroused nothing 
but contempt in the minds of British 
residents of Shanghai” it is dimeult to 
understand, unless he really does believe that 
the Prime’ Minister has betrayed Czecho- 
slovakia. If that is his belief it is a mis- 
taken one, for Great Britain has no com- 
mitment towards that country, but only to 
France. It has, however, the’ very definite 
obligation to this generation and the gener~ 
ations to come to do its utmost to see that 
another catastrophe such as that of twenty~ 
four years ago shall not, if anything at all 
can be done to avert it, be again inflicted on 
this world. 

France has, despite some reluctance, loyally 
followed the British lead in. this ‘matter; 
Czechoslovakia has been none the less faith- 
ful to the Ideals of peuce, and, despite ar- 
Togant menace, has comported itself with a 
dignity, which in the wholly deplorabie| 
circumstances must command the admiration 
of the world, To speak of betrayal in. such 
‘circumstances is to misuse a word., There can 
be no betrayal until Great Britain has been 
found failing in the desire to honour the 
obligafions which she has so definitely out-| 
lined in the course of the past few months. 
Nor can there be -either humiliation or 
abasement in what Great Britain has done. 
‘A great Power cannot abase or humiliate itself 
in the search of peace, rather than a war in 
which it may confidently be expected to give 
@ good account of itself. It can do both if 
it betrays its pledged word, and it cannot be 
said now that Mr. Chamberlain has committed 
Great Britain to anying so dishonourable. As| 
International polities stood in Europe, the 
head of the British Government was pethaps 
the only man who could have undertaken 0 
difficult a task, and, even if at this late hour 
he can find a way to peace, this man, who 
earns the facile condemnation of both the cor- 
respondents in question, will stand out head 











[9nd shoulders above ‘those others whose 


policies were heading Great Britain for war 
only a year or so.ago. It must be remembered 
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that the endeavour to regulate international 
affairs along the lines of high principle have 
lat least for the moment egregiously faites 
‘International morality is at such a low ebh 
that the Jong spoon must perforce ‘be ‘thy 
principle article of table cutlery. This is the 
unhappy fact which the realist in politics has 
to realize, To many it has come as a ghastly 
disillusionment. The best has to be made out 
of a bad job, until the world regains some 
portion of its old sanity. Fortunately. the ol 
Jingo days have disappeared, but there {s sth 
some significance in the first words of the 
‘chorus of a popular song of that time:— 

Me don't want to ight; but, by Jingo, it we do, 

‘We've got the ships, we've got the men, and 

‘we've got the money too. 

‘We don't want to fight, but in endeavouring 
to avold it there has been no betrayal: the 
Jduty of this generation to itsel¢ and posterity 
will be betrayed if matters are yet allowed 
to get into such a state that the sword and 
the sword alone can solve this tragle problem, 


THE FOURTH PHASE 
Sept. 27, 

‘The capture of Hankow, a probability which 
in Japanese military plans is regarded as 
/& foregone conclusion, represents the end of 
the fourth phase of the Japanese campaign 
in Cliina, ‘True, many predictions have gone 
astray in a conflict which has produced 
astonishing contradictions of preconceived 
ideas, and many anticipations have suffered 
‘in the process of timely fuldlment, but the 
ultimate possession of Hankow and its two 
sister cities, Hanyang and Wuchang, is a 
matter of little doubt, Even General Chiang 
Kai-shek himself has no illusions on this 
score and has prepared his army and his 
people to be prepared for the worst, although 
the surrender of these three important cllies 
in the heart of China will follow only after 
ithe bitterest resistance as the course of the 
conflict in recent weeks has shown: ‘The 
Wuhan group may be a valuable prize for 
‘the Japanese, but it will be costly because 
the full resources of China’s armed resistance 
fare in play against the invader. In their 
advance up the Yangtze into Central China 
with a greatly-reinforced army, the Japanese, 
to quote thelr own communiques, are making 
“steady progress” for every inch of territory 
is being contested with proportionate effort 
and sacrifices on both sides. ‘The thrust into 
Honan has brought them to Loshan, a few 
miles from Sinyang, the city on the Peiping- 
Hankow Railway about 100 miles north of 
Hankow, but those few miles to Sinyang are 
strongly held and Gen, Chiang has concen- 
trated heavy reinforcements, with mechanized 
units and artillery, to stem thelr advance. 
Little progress has been made along the river 
and on the immediate north bank since the 
forcing of the latest boom and the advance 
into East Hupeh which places the Japanese 
in control of wliat they prefer to call the 
most direct route to Hankow. South of the 
‘Yangtze, operations of the last week or two 
are clouded by an obscurity which suggests 
that the tremendous momentum gathered in 
the push down the Kiukiang-Nanchang Rail- 
way towards Tehan has been dissipated, and 
probably the nature of the terrain is respon- 
sible for this inactivity and, consequently, lack 
‘of reports. A new point of pressure, however, 
{is developing farther to the west in the vicin- 
ity of Yangsin where the Japanese are attack- 
ing vigorously. 

‘These are the developments of recent days 
and it is natural to ‘assume that as the 
Japanese approach thelr last objective, which 
is defended by an army 6f 600,000 men in 
difficult territory specially prepared and 
exploited for defensive purposes, military 
‘opposition goes hand-in-hand with caution 
and the desire to eliminate any uncertainty 
in plans of attack, and therefore the slow 
progress, contrasting with the spectacular 
dashes in the earlier stages of the campaign, 
1s explicable, Once in Hankow, the question 
of Japan's future intentions arises. In the 
bombastic and vindictive verbal barrages 
fired at Gen. Chiang by various of Japan’ 
Teaders, it has been stated that the Japanese 
will pursue their campaign to Chungking ot 
anywhere in China where he chooses (0 
establish his headquarters and will not rest 
until his power {s broken and he is over- 
thrown, These statements, of course, are 0 
bbe treated with considerable reserve because 
in the existing state of uncompromising 
hostility, plus a rapidly-increasing war bill 
for the Japanese taxpayer, even it Hankow 
does fall it means merely ‘another advanced 
post for Japan and heavier commitments in 
the additional occupied territory. Even less 
likely than at any time in the conflict a1 
‘the present prospects for a decisive victor 
‘although the extension of Japanese control 
In China is inevitable, Both sides are feeli 
‘the strain, A. Chinese Economie Mission 
‘Washington is discussing measures to protect 
the dollar in the expectation of protracted hos- 
{ilities, Japan, which has already dug heavily 
into its reserves, is faced with an extraordin- 
lary military expenditure of Y.3,250,000,000 for 
ithe next ‘fiscal year with a considerably 
lower trading revenue to provide it. And 
[both countries are adamant in their assever- 
ations that they will continue to the bitter 
fend.

that for many reasons the Japanese are dis~ 
inclined to move farther than Hankow, and 
this does not depreciate any assessment of 
China's ability to resist. With a large part of 
China in her control the problems of occupa~ 
tion are almost as great as those of military 
conquest. Only in a fragmentary sense can 
it be said that the Japanese are able fully to 
control the area in theit* nominal possession. 
Suppression of guerilla activities, which a1 
likely to increase as a result of the extension 
of her already long and tenuous line, have 
sot the Japanese a task of formidable pro- 
portions. In Central China, the situation has 
been relatively peaceful in comparison with 
North China where large forces from Japan 
have been landed to deal with this aspect of 
only partial conquest of territory where 
Japanese garrisons have been stationed for 
years. There are other problems of urgent 
need which strengthen the belief that Hankow 
will be the end of the fourth phase and per- 
haps the last phase, militarily, The amal- 
uamation last week of the Reformed and the 
Provisional Governments to provide the 
administrative machinery for this vast area is 
a projection of Japanese plans dependent on 
the capture of Hankow, and linked with 
schemes for economic and industrial develop- 
ment, which spell ill for the future of the 
“third party interests” so often quoted in 
official pronouncements, constitutes a clear 
indication of the course of Japanese efforts 
after the new objective has been attained, 
Judged by the spirit of the times, these Sino- 
Japanese ventures have not been happy, but | 
there is no reason to suppose they will not 
succeed so long as a firm hand is exercised 
‘on these projects for the end would justify 
the means, Developments in the European 
situation and the implications of the Berlin- 
Rome-Tokyo axis might drastically change 
conditions as far as the Far East and the 
hostilities in China are concerned, but an 
‘analysis of present conditions leads to the 
conelusion that Japan must consolidate her 
position and do it quickly. Hankow, there- 
fore, assumes an equal importance, politically 
and economically, as it does militarily.

"The Chinese claim that they have 
recaptured Lihsiawan, north-east of 
Tienchiacheng. but. assert that the 
Wve, meanwhile, taken. 
Yatzemiam and ‘Shatzelao. 

“The Chinese, however, are presently. 
counter-attacking in these two towns 
in an attempt’ to recapture lost 
‘ground. 

‘One of the greatest battles in the 
‘Sino-Japanese war is expected to be 
fought at Tienchiacheng, which has 
been the scene of numerous bloody 
engagements in Chinese history. 

‘Due to its strategie importance and 
almost impregnable position, history 
shows that the greatest battle has 
ways been fought at this Yangtze fort 
‘whichever Chinese general hap- 
pened to defend Hankow. 

Tn thousands of years, it is stated, 
no defender at Tienchiacheng has 
ever surrendered, always fighting to 
the last. 

Ina telephone conversation with 
Hankow this morning, the commander 
of the Chinese forces’ defending Tien- 
chischeng, which comprise China's 
best-trained and best-equipped troops, 
assured the Chinese authorities here 
that the history of Tienchiacheng 
would not be dishonoured by the 
present defenders, who were, he 
‘added, determined to fall with the 
famous fort. 

‘Tienchiacheng, with the Yangtze 
river to the south, a lake to the east 
and mountains to the north and west, 
Is an Ideal stronghold. ‘The Yangtze 
flows here through deep gorges. 


Elaborate Defences 

‘The Chinese possess elaborate do- 
fence works, with bomb-proof, re- 
inforced conérete gun emplacements, 
the latest types of heavy guns and 
also a very strong river boom. 

Street fighting is proceeding inside 
the city walls of Huangehuan, in east 
Honan. according to Chinese military 
despatches received at the Chinese 
military headquarters here. 

A detachment of Japanese cavalry 
units appeared today at Shiblitun, 
west of Huangehuan, where Aghting 
is progressing.

‘There 
ga shortage of timber in those dis- 
triels and the coffin shops, unable to 
meet the high demand for coffins, 
have, no alternative but to increase 
the prices. A. collin made of poor

2 few dollars, now is sold for $100] 
and more, it is stated.

/morphia, 

Gaining admittance, they began to 
loot the house under the cyes of 
Mrs, Hou and one of her sons. 

‘Mr, Hou, who was out, returned 
Jjust as the marauders, after they 
had collected a few valuables, in- 
Jeluding a gold bracelet from the 
wrist of Mrs. Hou, were about to 
leave, 

‘He atlempted to seize one of them, 
[but was shot in the chest by another 
member of the. gang. 

‘Mr, Hou was removed to the 
[Syracuse-in-China Hospital, where 
he, died shortly afterwards. 

"The crime is belioved to be 
Ineldental to the robbery, and to 
have no political signifteance. 

‘Mr, Hou, who returned here from 
Hankow on August 28, was a com- 
mittee member of the Foreign Trade 
Bureau of the Finance Ministry. He 
had once been professor of economics

Foreign Merchants Unable to Do Business on 
Account of Regulations Favouring Nipponese 


Tsingtao (By Mail). 


THE situation with regard to foreign trading in Tsingtao has 
now become so setious that British, American, German and 
other foreign businessmen here are unanimous in the view that, 
unless some action is taken by their. respective Governments, 
foreign trading interests will be completely driven out of Shantung. 

‘A canvass of foreign firms reveals that this situation has been 
reached by a series of gradual steps, 


First, the export trade of Tsingtao 
had practically reached a standstill 
by the time the Japanese forces re- 
tured here in’ January, 1998, ‘The 
harbour was blocked by a ' boom 
which had been laid down by the 
Chinese forces. What shipments 
‘moved had to be handled by sampan 
from an open beach allotted for the 
purpose by the Japanese navy 
authorities, 

‘Of course, it would have been pos 
sible, and much more convenient for 
the foreign exporters to handle their 
‘cargo by Junks and lighters from the 
small harbour, but that small 
privilege was denied the foreign 
vessels, 

‘The Japanese navy immediately 
took steps to remove the sunken boom 
‘and within a short time small size 
Tapanese vessels were allowed to 
proceed into the harbour, When 
Vessels of foreign ownership wished 
to use the wharves, they were polite- 
ly told that the’ entrance to the 
Harbour was not safe and only Jap- 
fanese vessels could usc the wharf 
‘area, It was sald that foreign vessels 
would be allowed to procced to the 
wharves after the entire boom was 
removed. 

Boom Entirely Removed 

‘The entire boom has now been re~ 
‘moved for the past month or more, 
but sull foreign vessels are not 
allowed to proceed alongside, 

Japanese vessels of all sizes are 
falven the privilege of the wharves 














‘Upon return of the _Japanes 
forces, an "Economical Department’ 
was setup which Instructed the 


Customs not to allow export of any 
eargo unless covered by an export 
permit granted by the Japanese Navy 
Mission, Exporg permits were 
granted without difculty until Apel 
1038, when the Banknotes of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of North Ching 
were introduced in this city, 

‘Those notes are issued “by the 
Federal Reserve Bank in Peiping and 
fare not secured by reserves of any 
kind. "The notes were not accepted 
by the foreign banks as logal tender, 
‘The Yokohama Specle Bank notified 
all of thelr clients that Chinese na- 
tional dollar accounts would be con~ 
verted to the Federal Reserve 
Dollars. 





Bank's Vagartes 

‘The Yokohama Specie Bank would 
buy foreign exchange at the Axed 
rates of 29 for US, dollars and 
1/2 1/92 for sterling,” However, they 
would not sell any forelgn currency 

jainst these notes, These notes were 
Tooked upon with much favour, 
fas they were only of use as local cur 
reney in ‘Tsingtao, and could not be 
tused In exchange transactions, 

Th an effort to force the foreign 
banks to accept the new notes the 
Japanese Navy Mission refused to 
rant export permits on cargo which 
‘was financed through the foreign 
banks, 

Th ‘order to assist exporters the 
Deutsch-Asialische Bank agreed to 
handle the mew currency and then 
export permits were granted for 
shipments Ananced by that bank, 

‘The Hongkong and Shanghal Banke 
ing Corporation and Chartered Bank 
of India, Australia & China refused 
to handle the notes and exports 
permits on cargo financed by them 
have always been refused. 

Recently these two banks have ac 
vepled current accounts of the new 
notes, but actually no exchange busl- 
ness is done In these notes by them.

Stewart Cromie Young, one of Shanghai's most popular and 


retires tomorrow from the post 


of Deputy Commissioner of the S.M.P., after 34 years’ service in 
the course of which he rose through the various ranks and distin~ 
guished hiinself repeatedly in dealing with crime and political 


unrest. 


Although he is relinquishing his charge of the S.M.P. 


Crime Branch, he will nevertheless remain in Shanghai until next 


spring and serve the Council as 
Chinese community. 


Mr, Young joined the Police as a 
eonstable on November 8, 1904, com- 
ing out from Ireland at a time’ when 
the Russo-Japanese War was in full 
swing. He saw damaged Russian 
‘warships in Chinese waters as he ar- 
rived, In those days the force was 
very small, with but few foreigners, 
end the bullt-up area only a tiny 
fraction of what it is today. Mr. 
Young . recalls shooting — pheasant 
where the Bubbling Well Police Sta- 
tion now stands and, north of the 
Soochow Creek, in the vieinity of the 
site of the Ward Road Jail. 

Tn those early days erime in Shang- 
hai had a different complexion from 
the one it wears today. Mr. Young 
soon was posted to Hongkew Station, 
where at the time the most dificult 
task faeing the police was dealing with 
foreign sailors, Being a policeman 
north of the Creek meant being con- 
stantly called upon to subdue the 
toughest. bluejackets of various na- 
tions In an effort to save the limbs 
and property of the residents. Mr. 
Young recalls a tussle he had in 
Hongkew with an American negro 
sailor of gigantic proportions which 
Fesulled in the policeman and the 
sailor going together through the wall 
of one house into the adjoining bulld~ 
ing to the, complete dismay of the 
unsuspecting residents, Broken noses 
nd uniforms torn to shreds were ale 
most daily “events” on the waterfront 
‘and whereas medical attention was, 
provided free of charge it was pretty 
hard on young constables and ser~

Seaforths Leave 
Suddenly

First Dental War 


Surgery in China 


Shanghai, Sept. 23. 
“The first chapter in the history of 
dental war surgery in China” was the 
subject of the weekly talk given be: 
fore the Shanghai Rotary “Club at 
luneheon yesterday. ‘The speaker was 
Dr. B. K. Wong, who said that as a 
result of their experiences, the Chi- 
nese Army Medieal Service would be 
able to incorporate in its future or- 
ganization “an ecient and well-pre- 
pared Army Dental Corps, second to 
one in the world and adequately 
prepared to cope with the health and 
welfare of the flower of China's man= 
hood, both in times of war and peace. 
‘The increasing use of high explo- 
sives in barrages, bombing raids and 
so on in modern’ warfare resulted in 
a corresponding increase in head in- 
juries. Lack of immediate care, as 
during rush periods, often resulted in 
serious consequences through the 
spread of infection Into. the skull— 
generally with fatal results, 
Adequate treatment required not 
lonly the professional skill. of the 
physician and surgeon but, perhaps 
fabove all, the co-operation of the 
dental surgeon, whose main Sunetion 
was to rebuild’ the necessary founda- 
tion for an efficiently functioning jaw. 
They had fortunately been able to 
Jorganize a dental unit which carried 
out work in several wounded soldiers" 
hospitals and for six months treated 
about 300 cases. 
“Most of the lighter ‘cases were 
discharged as soon as possible,” Dr. 
‘Wong continued, “‘and we were soon 
eft with those requiring dental. re- 
storations of an elaborate nature, 
Here, the Seventeenth Hospital came 
to our rescue and gave us generous 
grants for this work and necessary 
supplies, and many cases seemingly 
hopeless on admission were thus 
fenabled to recover the use of their 
jaws and teeth, which though artificial 
fand cumbersome at first in time be 
to funetion with great eMeleney.”

IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY 


By 
Shanghai, Sept. 27. 

‘An interesting economic survey of 
the Russian colony has been com- 
pleted by Commander N. G. Fomin, 
Chairman of the National Com- 
millee. According to data collected, 
only 10 per cent. of the colony are 
well-to-do, while at the other ex- 
treme 20 ‘per cent. are unemployed. 
‘Thus the other 70 per cent, the 
middie layer that in the Russian 
colony can be held equivalent to 
what the French call the "third 
state” takes in the overwhelming 
majority of Russian Shanghallanders. 

Unemployment among Russians has 
@ tendency to grow, Commander 
Fomin reveals. ‘The first impetus in 
this direction was given by the 
world economic depression, whose 
effects were first experienced in the 
Toeal labour front in 1992." The hectle 
yeur of 1997 gave a further jolt to 
‘the Russian colony, especially to that 
not inconsiderable number of its 
members who lived in Chapel and 
Nantao, It must be remembered, 
oles Commander Fomin, that in 
‘Shanghai, Russians do not live in 
dependently but adapt’ themselves to 
the city's foreign and Chinese life, 
between which circles they try, as 
were, to act as mediators and go- 
betweens, ‘The “third estate,” of 
course, caters also to itself and to 
that well-to-do part of the colony 
that finds its embodiment in Russian 
fuctories, shops, places of amusement, 
the medical world, ete. ‘The events 
of last year reacted painfully on the 
whole colony. They reacted even on 
those who earn $500 to $00 a month, 
‘as they have been hard hit by the 
‘mercurial rise in prices of food, 
lodging and practically everything 
clse—especially if they have fa- 
ilies to provide for. 


A Mystery 


How Russians earning $50, $70, 
$100 or $125 a month are able to 
live under these conditions remains 
@ mystery. All of them, whether 
‘with families or not, live’ in rooms, 
having long forgotten the comforts of 
flats; and it can be curmised that 
far from all have hot meals every 
day. Into the same category fall the 
many family-men who work a5 
watchmen, as bodyguards, in. the 
Volunteer’ Corps, or in ‘the Fire 
Brigade; and of these the colony hi 
nno less than a thousand. An easier 
time of it fs had by families several 
of whose members—the father, the 
mother, the grown-up sons or 
duughters—bring in pay-cheques at 
the end of every month. Here the 
budget is ‘balanced with the help of 
every dollar. 

Russian charity is making a major 
contribution to enable youth to se- 
‘eure positions. In Russian schools a 
ood education can be had for very 
Smull fees. Free medical service is 
given indigont Russians both by the 
‘Orthodox Contraternity and by the 
French authorities. No less than 
135,000 free meals were given out 














last year, And a committee com- 
posed of all foreign charity, or- 
sunizations in Shanghat is seeking 


means of further helping the Russian 
colony, two thirds of whose popula 
tion “of 20,000 to 25,000 subsist on 
sclaries that no foreigner would 
com “suMeiont for livelihood in 
Shanghai at the present time. 


Australian Conditions

‘The several thousand members of 
the local Russian colony who lived 
in Harbin while that city was 1 
centre of Russian life in the Far 
East were sorry to hear of the death 
in San Francisco of Mrs. Borzova, 
wife of Mr. N. V. Borzov, founder 
and for 30 years director of the best 
coveducational commercial school in 
Harbin, Mrs. Borzova died at the age 
of 63, after a lengthy illness. During 
her long residence in Harbin and, 
later, in San Franeisco she was fore- 
‘most in helping the less fortunate of 
her compatriots. Mrs. Borzova was 
a trained medical assistant, and dur-| 
ing the Great War voluntarily left 
for the German front where she 
served in a fleld hospital and in an

During this time she served iso as| 
organist and choir director 
churches near New York. 

In 1919 she became instructor in 
the School of Musie of the University 
of Illinois, She founded the Chorus 
Choir ‘of the Congregational. Church 
of Urbanna, 

For five years, Mrs. Wallace was] 
organistand choir director in historic 
Christ Church at Alexandria, Va, 
and at the same time trained the 
choir of the Baptist Church there. 
She appeared in Washington in piano| 
recitals from time to time before| 
everal musical organizations and| 
aught music appreciation at the, 
‘Washington. ¥.W. 


In 1929 she went with her husband, 
whom she married in 1922, to China, 
where he was financial adviser to the| 
ninister.of finance and was stationed 
in Shanghai and Nanking. Living in 
China two and one-half years, she 
taught English in the Mary Farum 
School for Girls and the Lowrie In-| 
stitute for Boys. 

So great was her interest in China 
that Mrs, Wallace asked before her 
death that friends who intended send 
Ing flowers cont: Instend, to the 
China civilian relief fund of the 
American Red Cross.

After| 
the war began she devoted most of| 
her Ume to work among refugee vic-| 
tims in Canton, her strenuous efforts| 
in this service ‘and the shock of the 
daily bombings of that city proved | 
too much for her health, and  her| 
death came on August 17.

Association; Mr. Yu Ya-ching, who 
was an intimate friend of Mr. Hsu's, 
officiated at this ceremony. 

At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
the cortege left the _Internationai| 
Funeral Parlours, a large number of 
Mr. Hsu's friends following it on foot, 
as far as the intersection of Edin- 
burgh and Great Western Roads. At 
78 Great Western Road, the Hsu 
family residence, the funeral pro- 
cession boarded’ motor cars for the 
Journey to the cemetery from that 
oint.

Sm—In the “North-China Daily 
News” issue of yesterday, on page 
40, in an article entitled "In the Rus- 
sian colony,” and under the heading! 
“Conditions in Chili." there appears|

Since I took charge of this Con- 
sulate General, in October 1935, 1 
have never charged a fee which was’ 
not stipulated in the Consular Tariff, 
‘Anyone, at any time, can consult this: 
‘Tarif, 

Nobody, absolutely nobody, has the 
right to assert that this Consulate| 
hhas collected money or “fees” other| 
then those stipulated in the hbove| 
mentioned Consular ‘Tariff, fees. 
which are the property of the 
Chilean ‘Treasury.

‘These are the facts in Professor 
Strelkov's case: As a result of the 
economic erisis which hit many coun- 
tries, and Chile as well, my Govern- 
ment was forced to restrain the im- 
migration in Chile. ‘This is why, in 
order to enter Chile, one must awalt 
‘the decision of the ‘office in charge, 
each different case being considered 
separately, Those who are allowed 
fn the country (because they are 
efficient in an industry which does 
not yet exist in Chile or which is 
scarcely developed, or because they 
fare not likely to take work away’ 
from persons in need) must transfer 
to Chile a capital sufficient for their 
needs, capital which is not specified, 
being’ liferent, for each case as it 
depends upon the number of persons 
comprising a family, the kind of 
work Interested in, ‘ete, The office| 
above-mentioned decides for each 
‘case, and it is our duty, as Consuls, 
to verify the capital each person 
Intends to transfer to Chile. 

Professor Strelkov most certainly’ 
refers to this capital when he men- 
tions the minimum sum of $2,000) 
which he had to transfer to Chile.

‘The unification of the Chinese peo- 
ple, as a result of Japanese aggres- 
sion, and their unconquerable resili- 
feney in the face of adversity, are 
stressed, and the steady movement | 
finland of industries and educational 
‘cgtablishments is cited as an ad- 
ditional factor eventually contribut- 
ing to. China's success. 


Mrs. Buck also describes the irrit- 
ating nature of the guerilla, 
tactics with which the Japanese 
now have to contend, and finally 
winds up with a prediction that the 
war will terminate in a compromise 
more favourable to China than to 
Japan. She expects the Japanese to 
‘seize "this with avidity, and that 
‘Japan will be compelled to withdraw 
fall her forces from China, with the 
possible relinquishment of Korea and 
Formosa as well. After this, Japan 
[will lose her standing as a first-class 
power; while China will arise, 
phoenix-like, from the ashes .with 
renewed confidence and unity, and 
with her natural resources develop- 
ing to her own advantage. In short, 
the whole thing is eventually to 
prove a blessing in disguise for 
China. 

‘A somewhat over-optimistic pic 
ture perhaps, but we can at least 
hope that the’ gifted lady is in some 
measure correct If, however, the 
recent utterances of the Japanese 
[Premier are to be relied upon, much 
water will move up and down the 
Whangpoo before the present most 
deplorable state of affairs is 
ameliorated, and justice emerges tri- 
umphant over aggression, brutality, 
folsehood and discrimination.

Before Judge P. Grant Jones 
(Judgment Reserved) 
‘Shanghai, Sept. 21. 

Stating that he was reinoved from 
the command of hig ship, the ss. St. 
Vineent de Paul, following a com- 
plaint by the chatterers of the vessel, 
the Tai Chong Cheong Steamship Co,, 
to the ‘owners, Capt. Charles H 
Turner stated in evidence at H. M. 
Supreme Court yesterday that -the 
cause of his being relieved of his 
command was the fact that he had 
refused to sanetion opium. smuggling | 
‘an board ‘his vessel, and because he 
had complained of being sent to un- 
charted ports, and of overloading. 
We also added that he had discovered 
1 cargo of machine guns on the ship 
Just before sailing and that he had 
dumped the firearms ashore. ‘These 
facts, he alleged, had displeased the 
charlerers, who ‘had refused to pay 
him bonus and had caused his 
moval from the command of the 
vessel. 

Capt. Turner was giving evidence 
before Judge P. Grant Jones In the 
action in which he is sued by several 
members of the crew of the ss. St, 
Vincent de Paul for $1,132, whieh, 
they allege, is due to them by way 
of bonus and which, they further 
state, he received from the charterers 
but did not distribute according to 
‘an_ agreement. 

‘Ms. KE, Newman appeared for 
the plaintiffs and Mr. Ranald Me- 
Donald for Capt. Turner. 

Evidence was given by the cashier 
of the charterers that Capt. Turner 
was pald bonuses of $600 on January 
22, 1998, February 25, April 7, June 
10, and July 20, ‘A sum of $1,200 was 
handed to the captain of the'ship on 
‘May 9, making a total of $4,800 with 
the first bonus which was pald on 
November 18, 1937, Witness under- 
‘stood that $200 was for the captain 
and $400 to be divided amongst the 
crew, 

Papers relating to the payments 
alleged to have ben made were then 
handed to the Judge, who remarked 
the chartorers’ were described as 
Customs Brokers 

Mr, Newman replied that the com- 
pany did a tte shipping as @ side- 
ine. 

‘Cross-examined by Mr. McDonald, 
who stated that it had been given in 
‘evidence that certain monies had been 
handed to Mr, Hang, witness replied 
that the latter gentieman had gone 
to Ningpo, and not to Hankow, as 
had been suggested by Mr, McDonald, 

Koo Chungi-sul, general manager of 
the charterers, who attended to give 
evidence on subpoeana, said that he 
chartered the St, Vincent de Paul on 
November 20, "1087, ‘They were 
‘under no obligation to pay bonus, he 
stated, but he had told the captain 
that if he looked after thoir interests: 
they would pay a bonus. ‘This 
evidence was struck out after witness 
had given evidence of paying $600 on 
November 18, Inter ddding that he 
‘was not in Shanghai on November 11 
‘Mr. Hang, he added, had paid the 
onus on November 1 

Witness added that ‘he had made 
four payments himself to Capt, 
‘Turner for five months, They had 
reccived four statements from Capt, 
Turner, who controlled the right of 
Gistribution of the money. He had 
not the right to Keep the lot, how- 
ever; some payments would have to 
be-made to the crew. 

During  cross-exainination Koo 
slated that Mr, Hang went to Ningpo 
on Monday, to which Mr, MeDonald 
replied “Very convenient," Witness 
then added that he had sailed at 11 
p.m. on Monday night, Mr, MeDonal 
veplying with “More convenient stil, 

Witness denied that he had’ not 
uiven instructions for a bonus to be 
paid {o Capt, Turner and added, 
have chartered more than ' fifty 
steamers in one year and we have 
ever experienced any trouble Ike 
this, 

Mr, MeDonald—Were not you dis- 
satisfied with Capt. Turner because 
he would not allow overloading on 
the deck ?—No. 

Did you not dislike, Capt. Turner 
Leeause he would not close his eyes 
to opium smuggling ?—This is a lie. 
Ask the captain to prove in evidence 
Where the opium came from. 

Did you not recommend a com- 
pradore ‘named Chang to be captain 
end did you not dismiss Chang for 
‘opium ‘smuggling on Capt. Turner's 
protest ?—Mr. Chang quarrelled with 
Capt. ‘turner, 

Did Cupt. Turner refuse to carry 
muchine-guns to Wenchow ?—Has he 
iny evidence to that effect? I will 
sue hiin for damages, There was no 
such thing. 

Continuing ‘his questions Mr, Me- 
Donald asked if machine-guns had not 















































been taken off the ship soon after 
they had been discovered prior to the 
ship's sailing by the captain who 
Jordered their removal, | 

‘The Judge—Remove these baubles? 

Mr," MeDonald—A little _ more 
dangerous than baubles, although he 
may have adopted a’ Cromwellian 
attitude, 

‘Mr. MeDonald—Did you not know 
{that ‘tie captain had complained 
the British Naval and Consular av 
thorities because of the seizure of the 
ship at Shaoyangho and were you 
not annoyed because the port was 
closed and a profitable trade’ stopped? 
T heard of this report but the port 
‘was not closed. Were you or your 
‘rm responsible for dismissing Capt. 
‘Turner and the whole of the crew on 








‘August 6?—The dismissal has” got| 
nothing to do with us. It ix the 
owner's job. 


Tn answer to a question by Mr. 
‘MeDonald to the effect that Capt. 
Turner had signed blank manifests 
‘on witness's request, Koo stated that 
Capt. Turner sometimes "signed a 
blank manifest because he came in 
great hurry. He admitted that Capt, 
Turner had threatened to sue for 
bonus for work done at Tientsin and 
that he had received a lawyer's lette 

‘Mr. MeDonald submitted that there| 
was no case to meet as there was no 
jevidence of any monies being received 
fat all except those admitted and 
which were distributed, there being! 
Jactual evidence of payments by the| 
defendant to the plaints, 

‘After Mr. Newman had replied, the| 
[Judge stated that if he was to decide| 
fat this stage whether there was a 
lease to answer or not it might take| 
Ja month and therefore it’ would be| 
better for Capt, Turner to occupy the 
witness box. 

Capt, Turner was then called ana 
stated that he was captain of the St. 
Vineent de- Paul from July 28, 1937, 
to August 6, 1938. On November 18, 
Ihe “went on, the ship was at sea 
fand he had made 46 passages for the| 
jcharterers. 

‘The whole trouble with the char- 
fterers was opium smuggling. ‘Two 
personal friends of Mr. Koo, he 
stated, were employed in that trame 
Jand by his efforts were dismissed| 
from the crew. One was a very high 
[Chinese member of the ‘crew who| 
styled himself "Chinese Captain,” 

‘Adding that he complained to save 
his owners from a heavy fine, Capt. 
[Turner stated that the so-called Chi-| 
nese captain was Chang the com- 
pradore, was considerable 
{trouble ‘about heavy deck cargoes, he| 
Jcontinued, beeause they insisted’ on 
Jputting light cargo underneath and| 
fron on, deck. "I complained. con- 
Uinually,” said Capt. Turner, “but they 
used to make my chief officer drunk 
Jand load themselves, and when I came| 
back I had a top-heavy ship to take 
to sea.” Witness also carried out| 
[special piloting such as carrying wood| 
from ‘Taku Bar to Tientsin for’ the 
[Japanese military forces. 

Mr. Newman—That is the reason 
why the witness (Koo) did ‘not want 
to come here: 

He added that he took the ship to| 
uncharted ports, which was most un- 
lusual and dangerous and on several 
Joceasions he ran grave personal risk| 
when he was fired upon. He had 
saved the charterers quite a lot of, 
money by catehing the tides at vari- 
ous ports and he had given the crew 
his own money as bonuses, 

‘The witness Koo had paid him 
money for himself, but not for any-| 
body else. He had never received a 
bonus from the charterers “and. the 
money he had handed to the crew had| 
been given to him by the ‘Tai Chong 
Cheong Steamship Co. “He was given 
twelve hours in which to resign by 
the owners, who stated that it was! 
Jat the request of the charterers. 
Excellent testimonials were given to 

Witness then went on to state that 
he had received a gratuity of $400 
from the charterors on four occasions 
‘and $200 on each occasion as pilotage 
money. ‘The first occasion’ was on 
December 15, the second on January 
2, the third ‘on January 22, and the 
fourth on March 29, these ‘payments 
being made in the offices of the 
charterers. On May 9 he was paid 
8 sum of $600 by the cashier, which 
consisted of $200 tor Whangpoo pilo- 
tage, $200 for Haitung Straits pilot. 
ing,” $50 for Sanpwan piloting, and 
$150 to be held as a gratuity to be 
aiven to the people at Tsingtao who 
‘would supply them with” bunker 
coal.

Resumed Hearing 
Sept. 22 

Allegations that the charterers of 
the vessel under his command, a 
local Chinese firm, the Tai Chong 
Cheang Steamship Co, paid him 
certain monies for performing dan- 
gerous assignments, including the de- 
livery of cargoes "to the Sapanese 
military forces in Tientsin, » were 
mentioned by Capt. Charles H. 
Tumer, former master of the ss. St 
Vincent de Paul, in If. Mf. Supreme 
Court yesterday. Capt. Turner also 
mentioned the fact that he was given 





























a sum of money for carrying “evil 
‘smelling bales of paper from Shang- 
hal to the manager of the Yokohama 
‘Specie Bank in Tientsin. 

‘This evidence was giver at the 
resumed hearing of» the action 
brought against’ Capt. Turner by 
several members of the crew of the 
58. St. Vineént de Paul, who allege 
that “he received certain sums of 
money as bonuses.and that he failed 
to pay them their share amount- 
ing to $1132. The action concluded 
yesterday’ afternoon and. Judge, P. 
Grant Jones reserved judgment. 

Mr, K.E. Newman represented 
plaintiffs and Mr. Ranald MeDonald 
appeared for Capt. ‘Turner. 

Cross-examining Capt. Turner Mr. 
Newman enquired about the custom 
of paying bonuses to masters of ves~ 
sels and.was told ‘by witness ‘that 
‘a number of charterers paid bonuses 
‘and a number did not. It rested en- 
tirely with the charterers. ‘The frst 
payment was made on December 15 
‘and this, Capt. Turner stressed, was 
for his own personal use. “He’ (Mr. 





Koo, general’ manager of the char- | 


terers) handed me $000," went on 
witness, “and I said “What is this? 
He replied $200 for Whangpoo pilot- 
‘age and $400 for you 

‘The rest of the conversation was 
carried on in pidgin English about 
detalls of the voyage, which prompted 
Mr. Newman to ask what was the 
pidgin English for Whangpoo pilot- 


age. 

Mr. Newman added, “This money 
came to you out of the blue then?’ 
‘and witness replied, "Not out of the 
‘blue but out of Mr. Koo's hands. 
‘Continuing his questions, Mr. New- 
man suggested that there was not 
‘one coastal captain who was receiv- 
ing a sum of $1,200 a month, after 
which remark’ Capt. Turner ‘stated 
that they did not ‘speak about it. 
“I'm not as well informed as you on 
that point, Mr. Newman", he added, 
“so T can't answer it 

He divided that $400 he had re- 
ceived on December 15 among the 
erew in the ratio of $50 for himselt 
‘and $350 for the crew. The master 
of every ship had to use his diser 
tion to get the best results for both 
the owners and the charterers. The 
crew, he added, had based their claim 
to bonus every month on a false 
statement from the charterers. "If 
you will considet the type of people 
these charterers are—people who will 
betray their country and trade with 
the enemy—anything can happen, 
Capt. Turner continued. 

Capt. Turner denied that he de- 
liberately did not give receipts to get 
himself out of an awkward predica- 
ment, stating that he had never been

‘son why the crew was dismissed was 
that the charterers were dissatisfied 
and not because of trouble between 
members of the personnel and him- 
self over the bonus. 


‘These monies were paid for dan- 
gerous work such as delivering car- 
foes to the Japanese military forces 
in Tientsin, and when they were 
lunder fire. “The reason why witness 
did not pay the crew was owing to 
the fact that the presents from the 
charterers decreased. He added that 
hhe used the word “Bonus” on state- 
ments made by him because he had 
been in a hurry at the time of writ- 
ing. “It Mr. “Koo wanted me to 
overload the 


























Mr. Newman—Did he pay you for 
a little deck space outside your 
cabin?—Was it a little deck space? 
T thought it was quite a large space. 
It was occupied by bundles of paper 
with something inside the paper. He 
gave me a present of $400 for carry- 
Ing this. The papers had a bad 
smell. 

‘The Judge—Most_ things have a 
bad smell in this cit 

‘Mr. Newman—In other words you 
were taking a bribe ?—A present was 
given to me for having a bad smell 
‘outside my room. 

Mr. Newman—What was in the 
Paper?—A bad smell. I didn't look. 
‘They were for the manager of the 
‘Yokohama Specie Bank in Tientsin. 

Capt. ‘Turner then added that the 
ship was never overloaded. He saw 
to that personally. Mr. Koo was very 
pleased with him and he gave him 
the $400 as a. present. 

‘The Judge then pointed out that 
it was very unwise to accept presents 
from natives of this country because 
these presents were likely to be con- 
strued as bribes and the acceptance 
of bribes was a criminal offence. 

Copt. Turner stated that he might 
have signed blank manifests to ob- 
lige the charterers, adding that al- 
though it was a dangerous thing to 
do, one was likely to “get the sack” 
it ‘one refused. 

‘Addressing the Judge, Mr. Me- 
Donald stated that, in his opinion, 
there was no case to meet. The two 
words “Bonus” was a good general 
word to describe all these payments 
which were not wages. They were 
gratuities to him or bonuses. “ 
have no doubt that Capt. Turner will 
be exceedingly. careful in future 
about the use of the word ‘bonus’ 
and that he will tear out the page 
Ip his dictionary containing it," he 
added. 








In Mr, MeDonald’s opinion Cai 
‘Turner was acting im the same way 
as thousands—nay millions—of reput- 
able and respectable citizens of the 
British Empire, who under ar alias, 
distributed presents to children at a 
certain time of the year. He whis- 
pered the word "Father Christmas” 
Test those children would hear it and 
be under no misapprehension, as. to 
where those presents came from. It 
yas comparable to that, but the milk 
‘of human kindness sometimes ran 
ary, 

The Judge—The milk of human 
kindness in the world today has turn- 
‘ed to vinegar. 

Mr. Newman stated that. Capt. 
Turner had given a most pathetic 
exhibition in the witness box and 
that no credence could be attached 
to his evidénce, whieh contained dis- 
crepancy after’ discrepancy. ar 
possibility after impossibility. All 
This talke about travelling with @ bad 
smell and getting paid for it con- 
tained no credence, in his opinion.

First Special Court 
‘Two Terrorists Sentenced 
‘Shanghai, Sept. 25. 
Sentences of twelve ‘and ‘seven 
years imprisonment respectively were 


imposed by Chief Judge Zee of tho 
First Special District Court yesterday 





on Zao Sih-foong (alias Zau Daw 
Nyeu) and Wu Tob-fah (alias Siau 
‘Tung-tse), members of the pro: 


Japanese terrorist gang known as the 
“Yellow Way Society.” Both Zao. and 
‘Woo confessed to the bombing of the 
British-owned Chinese newspaper 
“Morning Leader,” on the night of 
May 21, when a Chinese police 
constable and three others were in- 
jured. 

Both men also confessed to having 
taken part in several other outrages 
‘and would-be outrages, and both said 
they received thelr instructions from 
‘2Se1b. Zang Nyoh-tsing, ex-convict 
and leader of the Hwang Tao Hul 
(Yellow Way Society) with head- 
quarters in the New Asia Hotel. 

‘With regard to the bombing of the 

forning Leader,” Zao said that he 
received his bomb and his instruc- 
tions from the ‘terrorist society's 
headquarters in the New Asia Hotel 
and that the bomb was brought to 
the scene of action in the seat of 
‘a rickshaw, 

Zao and’ his accomplice Wu pre- 
sented a somewhat sorry spectacle as 
terrorists, for they admitted that on 
several Occasions they were “stage 
struck” and unable to carry out 
Zang. Nyob-tsing’s tions. Zao 
and Wu themselves frequently were 
Punished by the “society” . they 
worked for not carrying out” their 
“duties,” Zao himself’ being tied up 
and imprisoned for several days on 
‘one occasion. 

‘According to the evidene produced 
by the police (including the confes- 
[sions of the accused themselves), Zao 
threw a bomb from the Wing On 
Roof Garden down into crowded 
Chekiang Road on May 9; fortunately 
for the busy crowds, tho missile fail- 
4 to explode, and Zao was punished 
by the “Yellow Way Society" when 
he returned. 

‘The next day, Zao again threw a 
bomb that failed to explode, this 
time outside the premises of the 
Central Trust Bureau, and once again 
he was- punished. 

On May 2i, unfortunately for the 
British proprietors of the “Morning 
Leader,” Zao had better “luck for, 
after receiving his bomb from the 
Society's headquarters in the New 
Asia Hotel, he proceeded over the 
Szechuen- Road bridge to the news- 
paper offices and there threw the 
grenade, which exploded and wound- 
4 tour’ people.

Since that date, Herr Hitler lived 
in Godesberg about sixty times, and 
Jonce even temporarily installed there 
the headquarters of the western 
branch of the Nazi Party.

‘The Spanish Republican Govern- 
ment’s decision to withdraw all for- 
ign combatants from the ranks of 
the Republican Army, was announced 
today before the League of Nations 
‘Assembly by Sr. Juan Negrin, Re- 
publican Premier and delegate to the 
‘League.

In the first 
mass movement of flood sufferers, the 
Guardsmen evacuated the entire 3,000 
population of Hadley, menaced by the 
rapidly rising Connecticut River, 10 
Amherst. 

‘Although the brunt of the hurri- 
cane hit the New England coast, the 
tail of the tropical storm lashed the 
New York metropolitan area where 
at least thivteen persons were killed. 
‘The storm struck the northern shore 
of Long. Island at approximately 
ninety miles an_hour. 

‘New London, Conn. was completely 
isolated from ‘the rest of the world 
as the high wind disrupted all com- 
munications, Fires raged unchecked 
fon the city's waterfront and amateur 
short wave radio operators. reported 
that houses and large buildings were 
blasted into the alr with dynamite to 
proteet the business district from the 
spreading flames, 


Rivers at Flood Level 

Rivers rose to the flood level 
throughout New England adding to 
the destruction and misery of the land 
‘and people while mountainous waves 
continued to pound the ocean side 
fof Long Island. At least six persons 
were dead and scores were forced to 
Nee from the island. Mr. Leonard 
Jarvis, @ resident of West ‘Hampton, 
reported that thirty residents of the 
colony, including his parents, were 
missing. 

‘The force of the hurricane subsided 
at-midnight in New England but 
rivers continued to rise and were ex- 
pected to reach their crests late today 
rently ia the morning.

‘To add to the destruction created 
by ‘the hurricane which reached a 
100-mile-an-hour velocity, a huge 
tidal wave struck the ‘sea coast, 
tending walls of water sweeping i 
land. “Hardly a single community 
Long Island, Connecticut, Rhode 
sland and Massachusetts eseaped. 

‘The Connecticut and Hudson rivers 
and their tributaries were rising 
rapidly toward their crests and re- 
sidents in the lowlands were being 
hastily evacuated.

him, most enduring love.) And it is strange| 
to think of great statesmen like Kido, Okuba, 
Ito and Saionji himself frequenting geisha 
houses and drinking themselves blind drunk. 
But Saionji’s excuse is that it was their only 
means of relief from the nation’s troubles. 
Kido and Okuba had only one thought, the 
nation’s welfare, and they did something large| 
‘and constructive—modern politicians can only | 
get drunk. One gets a vivid idea of the 
poverty of modern political life in Japan and. 
the tyranny which the Army has always ex- 
erted over the Government.

‘Television sets have come down amazingly’ 
in price, ranging from 22 -to 220 guineas.

NATURE NOTES 


At this time of year the many different kinds 
of insects popularly classified as crickets are 
in full song. Night and day. they fll the air 
with their merry chitruping, although during 
the day-time the latter is more or less drowned 
by the chattering of birds, the shrill notes of! 
cicadas and the many other noises that charae- 
ferize a busy city such as the one in which] 
we live. It is at night, when other insects, 
birds and men have gone to rest, that the 
‘rickets’ choir is to be heard at its best. As 
T sit on my verandah after dinner listening 
to it, Tam able to distinguish a surprising. 
number of different ‘voices in the chorus of| 
sound. Perhaps it would be better to call it! 
Jan orchestra, for the means by which these 
insects make their nolses are more in the 
nature of musical instruments than of the voices 
fof birds, animals and human beings. Yet this| 
may. after all, be mere hair-splitting, since, in 
{ts final analysis, the human voice is as much 
a mechanical contrivance for producing sound 
‘as are the drawing of the bow across the 
strings in a violin or the rubbing against each 
other of the wings of an insect, But, whatever 
‘we like to call it, orchestra or choir, to those| 
who are able to appreciate it, the effect of the 
combined playing of these inséet musicians on a 
calm night in autumn is very pleasing. The 
notes produced by some of them are truly 
exquisite, as, for instance, those of the little 
cricket known to the Chinese by the euphemistie 
name of chin-chung or “golden bell,” which 
literally sound like the tinkling of a tiny bell, 
for the clear sweet trilling notes of the fleld 
cricket. Others, perhaps less musical, are 
marked by a thythm that @ composer ‘might 
‘well strive to catch or a human musician 
‘emulate. ‘Many of the insets which make these 
‘delightful noises are not true crickets, however, 
but belong to other branches of the great 
order Orthoptera, or straight winged insects, 
which include, besides the crickets, the grass- 
hoppers and iocusts, as well as the mantises| 
and many other groups. The true crickets 
belong to the family Gryllidse, and may be| 
recognized by. their rather squat  thiek-set 
bodies, large heads, shorter hind leys and 
usually brownish colour. All, or ne: 
are provided with vocal organs, if we may cali 
hem such, situated in the wings, the noise 
‘hey make’ resulting from the rubbing of one 
‘wing over the other. The merry chirp of the 
house-cricket is well known to anybody who 
hhas sat’ round an open hearth of the old: 
fashioned type in winter, while to most people 
the much louder more prolonged note of the 
field cricket is familiar. ‘The latter insect is 
‘considerably larger than the former, fully adult. 
‘Specimens measuring over an inch in length. 
T have come across a species in South China 
‘over two inches in length—a. de c. s.

The 
opanese beetle. is member of the  chafer 
family. (Scarabaeidae), which also. includes the 
Well-known, cockehafer, the beautiful metallic 
[green rose-chafer and’ the so-called May-bug 
for June beetle of the English countryside, It 
fs of a brown ‘and. green colour with a 
metallic sheen, and is ‘a little over a quarter 
Jotan inch. in length. In spite of its. small 
size, however, its voracity and fecundity make 
ita serious pest when it gains a foothold in 
countries where its natural enemies are not in 
fovidence. ‘Its eggs are. deposited. in the url 
im lawns and meadows where thelr larvae 
begin their career of destruction by eating the 
roots of the grass. In due course these pupate 
fand nally. the perfect insects appear, only to 
fearry on their Gepredations by “devouring” the 
eaves and even the frults and flowers of all 
manner of plants. When unchecked by natural 
fenemies, as, has been the caso in the Eastern 
United "States, these bestles ‘may become  s0 
humerous as fo make a clean sweep ot every 
Thing green, rivalling the locusts in Unis direc 
Mone ft was several’ years before’ thelr 
[Sepredations were, noticed in this region. by 
which time they had. gained. such a foothold 
that, as the New York report says, they have 
been: able to keep more tran a. jump ahead of 
fhe entomologists called in to. exterminate 
them, and have now spread over an area of 
9.000" square miles, mainly in ‘New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, Recently, however. they have 
fade thelr appearance inthe very heart of 
New‘ vork City, to such purpose that they have 
‘Deen counted ai the rate of Ny to each ower 
ina root-garden on the ‘ninth floor of a sky- 
seraper, and are being captured at the rate of 
2,000 & day in the city’s botanical garden with- 
fut appreciably diminishing their numbers. 
there ts only one way of controlling such an 
Insect plague and that is to discover and intro- 
duce Into” the. affected “area some natural 
fenemy, "suchas the ‘Tachinid flies or the 
[Chatcla wasps. whose larvae parasite the 
offending insects, as described in my “Nature 
Notes" of August 29. ‘The difficulty with this 
method ‘of control lies in the fact that each 
species of insect pest has its own particular 
species of parasitic enemies. ‘There are plenty 
fot different kinds of Tachinid flies and Chaleld 
wasps in America. but each has its own 
special host and will not parasitize any olher 
Tseet, so that the stranger from Japan {3 ime 
mune’ from their attacks.

Tight that the tree bore a considerable number 
of nice-looking persimmons, some of which 
factually turned “a beautiful golden orange 
feolour while still on the branches, picked 
fone, only to find that it was quite uneatable. 
T'asked the gardener about it, and he told 
fme that they could ripen properly on the tree, 
of, rather, that the birds would eat them all 
up as they ripened if T left them there. They 
should be picked, placed in a bed of ashes of 
Flee ‘straw, and ‘kept in a warm place, if 
fanted to enjoy eating them, Orders’ were 
given that this should be done, and in due 
feourse the cook placed on the breakfast table 
the frst-frults of my garden, Altogether forty 
persimmons were gathered, coming in very 
handy at a time when, as a result of the war 
that was raging round Shanghal, fruit was not 
easy to procure, Is there any wonder that 
they tasted so delicious?

T ‘have 
gathered fifty-four, while one that had ripened 
fearly had already been eaten by the bulbuls 
‘and another partially devoured, 
ave placed on the food table for 
the birds, while three more, which are out of 
reach at the top of the have been left 
there, and will no doubt be consumed by my 
bird pensioners in due course. Two or three 
fruits dropped trom the tree of their own ¥e- 
feord. This makes a total yield of over sixty 
persimmons from my tree this season, or an 
Inerease of fifty por cent, over last year's crop. 
‘As yet { cannot say anything about the flavour 
of the persimmons picked this year, since they 
must frst go through the ripening, process in 
their bed of ashes, but T have not the slightest 
doubt that they will be fully up to last yoar's 
Standard in this respect, if not better:—A, DE ¢.

Evidence of the Eyes 

If indeed Mr. Dare has seen a sadhw 
walking across a 200 foot ravine in 
mid-air, there is absolutely no reason 
why, if the law of gravity can be

Confidence Men 

It ts somewhat of a pity that the 
book opens with this particular sub 
ject, for when the auther proceeds to 
‘deal with other aspects of superstition 
in India and the manner In which 
the fears of the commonalty are 
worked upon by the unscrupulous he 
touches a most interesting subject, 
It is probably inevitable that in the 
religious state in which the lower 
classes of India have found themselves 
for centuries, superstition should be £0. 
Hourishing as it is even in this day 
end aye, Many of the men who prey 
upon the credulity of their fellows 
ire no more than common prestidi- 
gitators. or, failing that, people gifted 
With all the eloquent persuasiveness 
vf the confidence trickster, and where 
by reason of their religion the people 
re s0 completely soaked in supersti- 
tion, the men operating along those 
ines find it a particularly easy and 
fruitful eld, ‘Thus in addition to 
the superstition racket there is a con- 
siderable amount of crime in India 
lossed over by all manner of 
abracadabra coming under the general 
heading of sorcery, 

Muman Sacrifice 

Mr. Dare is by no means certain 
that both human sacrifice and sati— 
the practice of self-immolation by a 
widow on her. husband's funeral 
pyre—have completely ceased, There 
is no doubt that the British Govern- 
ment has succeeded largely in sup- 
Pressing it; but as the author him- 






































self says, the ultimate abolition of 
both will’ have to come from within 
Hinduism itself, if at all, the plain 
tryth being that “the English are 
thoroughly detested in India and al 
attempts to interfere with basic 
practices of the Hindu faith ont 
‘deepen ‘the hatred and drive these 
rites underground.” ‘The author makes 
good ease in showing why these 
practices should endure, If it is an 
age-old legend that the fertility of 
the earth depends upon the spilling 
over it of human blood or the bury- 
ing in it of human flesh taken in 
ritual sacrifice, it is diMeult’ to be- 
lieve that Hindu beliefs have so pro- 
gressed up to the present that they 
themselves have discarded -this very} 
terrible practice. Mr. Dare suggests
